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PENSIONING HAREMS. 
The question of pensions or insur­ 
ance for American soldiers is trou­ 
blesome enough and is occupying 
the best thought of government of­ 
ficials and congress.

THE DRAWING OF WILKS. 
Attorneys and bankers 
will no 
doubt endorse the statement that 
one of the popular fallacies of the 
country is the belief that no partic­ 
ular skill is needed to draw' up a 
will. 
Writing on t Ii is subject Arthur 
Train in the October American Mag­ 
azine says: 
“The most important dor u merit 
that a man is usually called upon to 
execute during his entire lifetime is 
his own will. 
It is generally, how ­ 
ever, a transaction which he is per­ 
fectly content to let take care of it­ 
self, hit or miss—any old way. 
He 
supposes that if he 
writes down 
'what he wants done with his pro­ 
perty,' signs it, and gets somebody to 
witness it, that his heirs, executors, 
administrators and 
asigns will go 
blithely on their way, rejoicing for­ 
ever. 
It Is almost impossible to con­ 
vince people that there is really any 
care necessary 
in drawing a will. 
Yet. even if a will is properly drawn, 
there are nine chances out of ten 
that, unless the 
attorney watches 
with eagle eye, it will not be legally 
signed and witnessed.” 


PRIC ES AFTER THE WAR. 
The question of prices after the 
war is a subject for frequent dis­ 
cussion and views vary. The follow­ 
ing from Wallace's Farmer is reas­ 
onable and logical: 
Prices generally are twice as high 
now' as they were just before the war 
bogan. 
Everyone knows that prices 
will go down as soon as the war ends 
but there is considerable question as 
to just how low they will go.

Prices are nearly twice 
a s high now as they were before the 
war, because we have just about 
twice as much money in circulation, 
taking the wmrld as a whole. 
It is 
estimated by the statistician of the 
National City Bank of New York, 
that just before the war there were 
about 
fourteen 
biliion 
dollars' 
worth of circulating gold, silver and 
paper in the entire world, whereas 
now there are about twenty-five bil­ 
lion dollars' worth.

lion to one hundred and six billion 
dollars. 
The world, as a whole has 
just about twice as much money 
with which to buy, but there is lit­ 
tle, ii any, more stuff to be bought. 
In fact, on account of the millions 
of productive workers now in 
the 
frenches, us well as considerable ac­ 
tual destruction of property, there is 
probably slightly less produce to be 
bought and sold now than three 
years ago. 
The whole world is inflated with 
money of one kind or another, and 
this inflation will undoubtedly con­ 
tinue for a number of years after 
the war. just as, following the Civil 
war, it took us a number of years 
to readjust our finances and grow to 
the point where our producing pow­ 
er actually w'as in line with our in­ 
flated currency. 
We 
greatly 
fear 
that the whole price level has been 
permanently raised, altho, of course, 
there will be some reduction imme­ 
diately following the war. 


A CHANCE FOR AN ADVISER. 
The state university is calling at­ 
tention to the fact that now is the 
opportune time for Illinois counties 
to secure advisors both in farming 
and in home economics. 
There may 
not be enough interest in this county 
at present to justify 
any 
special 
movement for the employment,of an 
adviser in problems of the home, 
but certainly there is enough inter­ 
est to secure a farm adviser if this 
interest can be centralized. 
It is 
understood that local residents who 
are interested in farming and farm 
problems have written to the Illinois 
senators for information about the 
b ill-recently passed 
by 
congress 
which provides substantial aid for 
those counties where some interest is 
show’n by the raising of a fund for 
the expenses of maintaining an ad­ 
viser. 
Such an agreement must be 
effiective for a three year period. 
The state also will now help in the 
payment of an adviser’s expenses and 
certainly the time is opportune for 
the organization of a crop improve­ 
ment association in Morgan county 
and the employment of an adviser. 
In those counties in Illinois where 
the adviser plan has been tried out 
the increased returns from farming 
and animal husbandry have been 
well worth while. 
The services of 
a farm adviser would be available 
for every farmer in the county and 
the work would include such import­ 
ant matters as the selection of the 
right seed, the hest methods of cul­ 
tivation and tile problems of indi­ 
vidual farmers relative to the hest 
( lops for their particular need. 
The bill for congressional aid was 
passed at this time particularly be­ 
cause of the wide spread knowledge 
that there was never such a demand 
in America as now for increase in 
the farm acreage and an increase 
in the average of production. 
Now 
is the time for Morgan county farm­ 
ers to take this matter up in an ac­ 
tive way so that any crop improve­ 
ment association organised may be 
well under way by the spring of 
1918.

SPEEDING ACTOS. 
In the case of Park V. Farns­ 
worth, 164 New York Supplement, 
73."), defendant,

its death, and action was brought to 
recover its value. 
Judge Hazard, of the Oneida coun. 
ty. New York court, in deciding the 
case said: 
“Highways are not built or main­ 
tained for animals or fowls to stray 
in. They are constructed for public 
travel. * * * It was said in Brownell 
vs. Flagler, 5 Hill. 28 2: ‘There may 
have been some 
slight degree of 
negligence on the part of the plain­ 
tiff in allowing his cow and lamb to 
escape into the highway; and if the 
lamb had been killed by a passing 
carriage, 
without 
any intentional 
fault in the driver, 
the plaintiff 
would have had to bear the loss.’ * 
* * Treating the turkey involved in 
this case as a trespasser on the high­ 
way, and I think that was its correct 
status, it is probably tine that the 
defendant can be held, as stated in 
the case last before cited, responsible 
only for ‘intentional fault of the 
driver.’ 
In other words, I do not 
believe that the owner of fowls has 
a right to permit them to run at 
large in the public highways; and, 
strictly speaking, in so doing the 
owner was guilty of a fault. * * * * 
“ I am persuaded that the law' as 
it stands will hold the operator of 
a motor vehicle, in the case of meet­ 
ing or passing 
stray animals or 
fowls upon the highway, liable only 
for gross negligence or inflicting in­ 
tentional or deliberate injury. 
Of 
course, this would not apply to the 
case of cattle being driven along the 
highway as they lawfully might be, 
nor, if one might suppose such a 
case to a flock of fowls being driven 
along the highway, as I assume they 
might lawfully be. 
“Th*1 defendant doubtless saw the 
flock < i turkeys as he approached 
them, and could have seen and prob­ 
ably did see that some of them were 
on one side of the road and some of 
them on the other. 
I do not believe 
the law' imposed upon him the duty 
of slowing down so that lie might 
have his car under control so that 
he could immediately stop it, just 
because he might have known, and 
probably did know, that one of these 
turkeys might take a notion to cross 
the road at an injudicious moment. 
The plaintiff (annot recover here up­ 
on any other theory, cud no other 
proofs were given.'’

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THE WHY OF 
THE WHEAT SHORTAGE. 
“Force the farmers 
to 
disgorge 
wheat” was the headline of an edi­ 
torial of one of the Chicago papers 
yesterday. 
This and 
other 
state­ 
ments made in the press indicating 
that farmers are holding back wheat 
are due to statements that market 
shipments are so light that mills are 
unable to run. 
It is quite natural to assume that 
the cause of tho present short sup­ 
ply of wheat is due to the unwilling­ 
ness of farmers to accept the govern­ 
ment’s price. 
Speaking from a local 
standpoint this is not the real condi­ 
tion. 
Here the work of threshing 
was never so late as it has been this 
year and there are mdny Morgan 
county farmers who have not yet 
threshed out their wheat. 
Others at 
threshing time, because they did not 
have enough teams 
to 
move 
the 
wheat to elevators, put the crop in 
btm*. 
In other instances this was 
done because the elevators were so 
full of grain that they could receive 
no more 
Dur ng the period of the discus­ 
sion of fixing of wheat prices ele­ 
vators that had storage space un­ 
tilled would receive wheat only on 
consignment. 
This 
was 
another 
reason why 
some 
farmers 
stored 
their grain. 
Since the government’s 
price has been made known some of 
the elevators have been unable to 
secure the needed numbr of ears 
and still have their storage bins fill­ 
ed 
Farmers with wheat in their 
granaries, knowing that the price 
h a s been fixed and will not fluctuate 
have been busy with other work and 
have not hastened to 
haul 
their 
wheat to the elevators. 
These are some of the reasons 
why grain shipments have been light. 
and the charge 
Is 
unfounded 
at 
least so far as Morgan county farm­ 
ers are concerned 
that they are 
holding back their grain shipments 
in the hope that there may he some 
revision of the government's grain 
prices. 
Farmers of this community 
tire too broadminded 
too patriotic 
—to hold back wheat ut Mich a time 
and thus contribute to a condition 
which is unsatisfactory hot Ii at homo 
and in the lands of our allies. 
This does not mean that all gra,M 
growers are satisfied with the go 
eminent price arrangement. 
Some 
farmers white agreeing that a price 
around $2 for wheat allows them a 
good profit, believe that better re­ 
sults would have been obtained for 
the government and for the farm­ 
ers lf minimum aud maximum prices 
had been fixed. 
They think that a 
minimum price of $2 and a max Ii 
mum price of $2.50 would have giv­ 
en a range which would have great­ 
ly stimulated production of wheat 
and would have permitted the grain 
business to lie operated In soup what

Bishop o f Peterborough— Action 
Appeals to 
Imagination 
of 
the 
People. 


Pe terborough, Eng., Sept — The 
Bishop of Peterborough has taken 
a leaf out of the history of the Middle 
Ages 
a n d 
g o n ^ on a three weeks’ 
pilgrimage am ong his clergy 
and 
people. H e is walking from parish 
to 
parish robed in his purple cas­ 
sock 
a n d carrying a crooked staff. 
The P arish io n ers of the first week’s 
itinerary of the bishop are clustered 
about the rolling, richly wooded Lei- 
sestarshire country in the neighbor­ 
hood of Belvoir Castle and in 
the 
Vale of Belvoir. 
A correspondent of the Daily Mail 
who met th e Bishop at the boundary 
line 
of 
tw o -f>arishe3 on a lonely 
country road, where the silence was 
in terrupted only by the rumbling of 
distant t h u n d e r and the solitude of 
the landscape was broken only in the 
silhou-et.es of a shepherd 
and 
his 
flocks, describes the procession 
ac­ 
companying him as being truly 
a 
medieval spectacle. 
The Bishop, he says, headed 
the 
procession— a tall figure, virile and 
splendid; taller by fully five inches 
than 
th e 
six-foot staff he carried, 
I which w a s made, specially for the 
pilgrimage from a 5 00-year old oak 
at P e r e r b o rough Cathedral. On this 
staff 
th e 
Bishop intends to carve 
the n am es of the various parishes he 
visits, 
as 
other pedestrians carve 
names on th e Alpine stocks. 
With 
the Bishop on 
this 
occasion there 
walked in the blazing sunshine the 
rural Dean of Framland, the rector 
of 
the p arish (fiedmile), and his 
church w a rd e n and parishioners. 
At th e Parish boundary the pro­ 
cession ha lte d and the bishop bade a 
personal 
farewell to every parish­ 
ioner 
a n d 
thanked the rector for 
simple 
hospitality extended a pil­ 
grim. 
T h e n the people stood in 
a 
circle 
a r o u n d 
him, 
the men with 
their 
h e a d s bared, and the bishop 
prayed for the parish and its people 
and gave them his benediction. 
About th e same time the rector of 
Barkstone in his cassock and with 
his church wardens and parishioners 
appeared down the dusty road in the 
opposite direction. Thus. witli bells 
of the ch u rch es welcoming him and 
the new 
procession 
accompaning 
him, th e Bishop continued his way 
into the parish of Parkston 
The Bishop conducted the after­ 
noon services of intercession. These 
services 
are 
special war services, 
with p ra y e rs and special reference 
to parishioners who are lighting or 
who h av e fallen in battle. 
» 
The Bishop of Peterborough re­ 
gards th e services of his pilgrimage 
as friendly, helpful 
meetings 
of 
Bishops, pastors and people in time 
of stress 
and 
sorrow. The corres­ 
pondent says that he has, beyond all 
doubt, Immensely touched the ima­ 
gination of the people by his walking 
pilgrimage.

FORMER GERMAN FOOD 
DICTATOR I XPOPULAR 
Amsterdam, 
Sept. 
6.— Batocki, 
form er German food dictator, had 
considerable difficulty in obtaining 
food for himself during his fifteen 
months in office, according to an in­ 
timate article published in the Ber­ 
lin Mittag Zeitung. 
He lost thirty- 
five pounds in weight and suffered 
equally with other citizens for want 
of nourishment and fuel. 
Originally Batocki was a so-called 
self-provider and as such had no 
food cards. 
But food parcels sent 
him from his country place repeated­ 
ly were stolen. 
Of a parcel of butter 
sent from I he country he once re­ 
ceived only the box, upon which was 
written “ Hold out on that, you black 
guard.” 
After this incident the food 
dictator applied for a set of ordinary 
citizen’s food cards. 
Later on he 
became ill and his physician ordered 
a diet containing more fats, to which 
Batocki replied, “ I am glad it is no 
worse. 
It is only the popular com­ 
plaint— underfeeding.” 
Batocki was not overpopular with 
his staff because, being a hard work­ 
er himself, he insisted upon his sub­ 
ordinates performing a correspond­ 
ing number of tasks, 
He retired to 
private life preparatory to joining 
a cavalry corps in which he holds 
tho rank of captain.

The fact that corn 
was 
blown 
down in fields on a 
g r e a t 
many i 
Morgan county farms 
a b o u t 
two j 
weeks ago has occasioned a discus­ 
sion as to the cause of d o w n corn 1 
Every year now for a p e rio d of at i 
least five or six years cern h a s been 
Nortonville 
damaged to some extent 
by being 
knocked down by heavy r a i n s or by 
wind. 
One student of loeal farm­ 
ing conditions says that th is was not 
a usual condition 
ten 
o r 
fifteen 
years ago and lie believes t h a t some 
change has taken place in the wa.v 
that corn roots grow or 
else 
the 
farmers have altered t h e i r system 
of cultivation in a way w h ic h does 
not tend to strengthen c o r n plants 
at the roots. 
This man says that 
many farmers do not “ hill u p ’’ their 
corn rows as they used to years ago 
an d his belief is that the c o rn plant 
which has not had the d i r t thrown 
up about it is not able to resist the 
wind and rain as well as th e corn 
plant which has been stren gthen ed 
by having the dirt thrown u p against 
it. Still another theory a b o u t corn 
plants is that in recent y e a r s corn 
lice have worked in the ro o ts of the 
plants and while not m a te ria lly in­ 
juring the growth 
have weakened 
the roots to such an extent th at the 
plants do not have the s a m e power 
of resistance that used to be true. 
But whatever the cause, 
statistics 
seem to hear out tho s t a t e m e n t that 
corn fields in these past few years 
have shown the effect of wind and 
heavy rainstorms much 
m o r e 
fre­ 
quently than was the case in years 
gone by.

WORLDS IN THE MAKING, 


What la T ak ing 
Place In the Grext 
Nebula In Andromeda. 
We look today on the things of a 
century, n millennium, ago. Light trav­ 
eling at the rute of 180,300 miles a sec­ 
ond require* more than four years to 
come from the nearest star, perhaps 
thousands and tens of thousands of 
years from the furthest; hence in every 
case they are not what is, but what 
was. 
Thousands of nebulae have been dis­ 
covered in the heavens, The spiral pat­ 
tern of some few nebulae lins long 
been confirmation of the theory that I 
they are the real beginners of a solar i 
system. 
But there bas recently come I 
in much evidence of the spiral charac­ 
ter of oilier nebulae that the conclu­ 
sion seems forced upon us that practi­ 
cally all are in a state of rotation and 
are hence supplying the centrifugal 
force to throw off the rings which roll 
themselves up Into planets revolving 
about central suns. 
When opportunity is given to look di­ 
rectly down upon a nebula there re­ 
sults startling evidence of its being 
in rotation. 
There is no other way of 
explaining Ifs remarkable details of 
structure. Some look like the propeller 
blades of a motorboat; some are actu­ 
ally caught in the act of throwing off 
rings which are seen condensing at 
certain centers, rolling themselves into 
planets, henceforth to travel around 
their sans. 
The great nebula hi An 
dromedn give* striking evidence that it 
is working out another and a greater 
solar system than our own. 
In short, it seems that In studying 
tile nebulae we are being admitted to 
the very workshop of the universe and 
are permitted to watch the actual proc­ 
ess of turning out worlds. Nothing in 
the heavens Ss better fitted to till the 
very soul with awe. 
As In the ease of 
the 4 fixed stars," our Jives are too 
brief, too feeble our eyes, to detect the 
actual motion.— Freder ick Campbell's

fought throughout the war. 
When Yuan Shih-kai

missioned to reorganize the Chinese 
arm y after the China-Japanese war, 
in 1894.

was made military governor of Chi­ 
hli province and was la te r transfer­ 
red to Kiang-cu province, where he 
was military governor and director 
of military affairs until he came to 
Peking to take over the presidential 
office. 
General Feng Kwo-chang endeav­ 
ored to persuade Yuan Shih-kai not 
to attem pt the restoration of the 
monarchy, and won the adm iration 
of many republicans by that action. 
The now disbanded p arliam ent sup­ 
ported him virtually 
wfftanlmously 
for vice-president after 
JA 
Yuan- 
ehang succeeded Yuan Shih-kai and 
reconvened the 
parliam en t 
which 
his predecessor had disbanded. Con­ 
sequently, Feng Kwo-chang holds of­ 
fice through the support of the very 
Parliam entarians who are now op­ 
posing him at the Peking govern­ 
ment and who are endeavoring to 
set up a provisional republic in Can­ 
ton.

SUGGESTS CHANGE IN 
IMMIGRATION POLICY OUR ABUSED FEET 


Sir Henry Richards, Chief Justice of j 
India, Says Australia** Regulations I jy|an y Jjjg Come FrOIB 
W earing 
Are Regarded as Insult to Indians. J 
" 
the Wrong Kind of Shoes. 
Sydney, Australia, August — (Cor­ 
respondence of the Associated Press) 
— Modification of Australia’s immi­ 
gration policy toward India was sug­ 
gested by Sir Henry Richards, Chief 
justice of 
the Northwestern Pro­ 
vinces of india, prior to his depart­ 
ure for his post after a vacation tour 
of the Antipodes. 
Before arriving in 
the Com m onw ealth, Sir Henry vis­ 
ited New Zealand and he discussed 
the exclusion by this country and 
New Zealand of ruling and educated 
natives of India. 
“From the standpoint of national 
dignity,” he said, “ the immigration 
regulations are regaTded as an insult 
to Indians. 
W ithout for one mom­ 
ent questioning the right of Aus­ 
tralia to m anage its own affairs, I 
take the liberty of suggesting that 
the regulations should be made as 
little h urtful to India as it is pos­ 
sible to w ake them. 
“Some of the causes of the present 
ill-feeling I am confident could be 
removed w ithout waiting 
for de­ 
mands for consideration on the part 
of India afte r the war.” 
Sir H enry said India was whole­ 
heartedly supporting the British and 
Allied conduct of the war, manifest­ 
ing this thru recruiting, gifts and 
loans. 
“ More than once since I started 
on my holiday I have heard India 
described a s a seething mass of dis­ 
affection.” he added. 
“ Well in my 
opinion there Is more human hap- 
'piness am ong the “.OO,OOO,OOO people 
in British india than in any other 
part of the world. This condition of 
things is india is due entirely to the 
excellence and justice of the British 
rule. Accept my assurance that there 
is no elem ent 
of disloyalty worth 
speaking about, In India.”

Russia are being 
made by public

The Council of Deputies 
thru its labor department demands 
abrogation 
of war labor contracts 
and speakers in the Municipal Coun­ 
cil of Retrograd have suggested that 
the Chinese here. numbering about 
12,000 be deported on the ground 
of over-crowding and a consequent 
danger to general health. 
The contracts regarded as objec­ 
tionable were made under the Auto­ 
cracy. 
They provided that members 
of a party of laborers should be 
collectively responsible 
for losses 
caused by actions of individual m em­ 
bers. 
W hen a laborer ran away, his 
comrades were compelled to repay 
the contracto r’s outlay for recruit­ 
ing, travelling, lodging, food, trans­ 
port, medical inspection and photo­ 
graphing. 
As flights were frequent, 
many Chinese found themselves vir­ 
tually penniless after fifteen months 
of work, as often their entire pay, 
varying from 3b to 55 cents a day, 
was retained by the employers as 
i “ fine;;.”

The Chinese are declared to have 
proved themselves 
undesirable 
as 
citizens, and their conoinic depend­ 
ence served as a pretext, during the 
Romanoff rule, for ill-treating them. 
They were starved, beaten, robbed, 
imprisoned and even killed, according 
to lzvestiya, the organ of the Council 
of Deputies.

j Corns, ingrowing nails, crooked toes, 
bunions, spreading feet, arch trouble, 
aching feet are all caused by toeing 
out while walking. 
It is not natural 
for those who start with norm al feet 
Jo toe out. 
It Is natural to toe in, not fa r in, but 
Bust inside of a line straig h t ahead. 
All children toe in, nearly all youths 
toe in. 
Some people toe In all their 
lives, but they are few. All barefooted 
people toe in.

No speed can be m ade without 
doing so. 
By toeing in the spring of 
Hie foot comes from all the small 
bones of the front part of th e foot 
W hen one toes out he is trying to walk 
Ion the inner side of the fo o t 
W hy does toeing out cause trouble? 
Because the strain upon the foot in 
(walking is greater than it should be. 
it inclines the first two bones of the 
'big toe toward the smaller toes by 
degrees, until the spring finally comes 
from the Inner side of the big toe and 
its second Joint. This undue strain on 
the second Joint is constantly pulling 
it inw ard and away from th e smaller 
bones. 
As the strain continues the 
tissues and ligaments th a t bind the 
bones iii the forefoot together stretch 
and give way, and finally it becomes 
separated somewhat and bulges out 
into w hat is called a bunion. 
A bunion 
!is a partial dislocation. 
At tills stage of impairment th e bones 
■connecting with tile smaller toes across 
the hall of the foot settle dow n, and 
(what Is called the transverse arch is 
impaired. There are two arch es in the 
Toot—a longitudinal arch, w ith which 
(every one is familiar, and th e trans­ 
verse areh across the ball o f tile foot 
from side to side.

AVhy did those who toe out do go in 
th e first place when it is n a tu ra l to toe 
in? The real reason was localise they 
wore shoes. Barefooted people d«> not 
toe out, so the shoe is the cause. Shoes 
are habitually too short and too narrow 
across the end of the toes, an d th e long, 
pointed toe of the shoe helps to prevent 
(toeing naturally, The big toe Is strong 
and monopolizes the limited space; the 
small toes, being weaker, are crushed 
in narrowed quarters until th e ir natu­ 
ral symmetry is gone. They a re crowd­ 
ed backward by a shoe too sh o rt until 
the ends are curled under a n d their 
nails point toward the ground instead 
'of straight ahead. The first tw o joints 
o f tile third and fourth toes a re forced 
upward, and the third joint is pushed 
(down farther and farther as th e tissues 
supporting it become more a n d more 
stretched by the pressure from above 
and the forced spreading of th e bones 
of the foot. 
I The third bone of the th ird toe at 
this stage stands almost straig h t up 
and down In the shoe. T he result is a 
corn on top and pain in the foot from 
(the pressure and sometimes a corn or 
thickening on the bottom of the foot 
(just under the third Joint of th e third 
(toe. At this stage there are ingrowing 
,nails, due to the sidewise pressure of 
the shoe, that also-are painful, so the 
sufferer begins to toe out to prevent 
the pressure pain that w ould occur 
'from the sore and otherwise Impaired 
small toes if he toed In as he should. 
. The 
most sensible 
covering 
ever 
m ade for tho feet Is the m occasin of 
Hie American Indian, worn w ithout a 
stocking. Sandals also are good. Tho 
sneakers of children and tennis shoes 
with pliable rubber soles are next best. 
Shoes should be so constructed that 
lit will be difficult, lf not impossible, to 
toe o u t 
A line drawn thro ug h the 
length of the big to© of a norm al foot 
backward will strike the heel near the 
Inner edge. Shoe* should not compress 
the toes to alter this line In chi kl roo. 
However the toes may 
have 
been 
pressed out of shape, the shoos of 
adults when made of leather with an 
unyielding sole should extend straight 
forward well past the end of the big 
too aud out wa rd past the third toe and 
then slope backward past tho little toe 
(to the outer bull of the fo o t In a shoe 
so shaped the wearer will find it diffi­ 
cult to toe out; the big toe will have 
tits share of room. 
The sole should 
jbe fiat, both from side to aide aud 
from end to end. so the arch lins room 
to settle down na required w ith each 
step to furnish the necessary spring. 
The heel may 1h> made snug and pr<»- 
(Vision made for a snug fit across the 
in step to prevent the heel from slip­ 
ping. There should bt* no lift on the 
{heel except iust enough to raise it level 
with the soft, and this lift should, be of 
rubber* 
The right kind of a shoe will b»> a 
■queer looking thing as WI now see 
[things, for in plaee of th e offending 
[pointed toe it will look m ore ilk*' the 
I blade of 8 paddle. It will not be Miff 
and unyielding. It will be from three 
to five inches across the bail of the 
[foot. Fashion is whimsical, and such 
a shoe e la n it becomes re g u la r may ho

H ead q u arters of Women's Auxil­ 
iary Corps, Behind Lines in France,

Associated P r e s s ) — One of (he rev­ 
olutions w hich the war has wr rig h t 
in the B ritish arm y has been the a d ­ 
mission of w om en cooks to the cam p 
kitchens everyw here except in the 
fighting lines. 
One of th e great troubles of Uh* 
Kitchener a rm ie s in the early days 
of the w a r was the inefficiency of 
the cooking 
arrangements. 
Undei 
the old re g u la tio n s cooks had to be 
drawn from each unit, but owing to 
the inexperience of most of the citi­ 
zen soldiers in this art, the food in 
most units, a lth o plentiful and good, 
was badly cooked and badly served, 
and the k itc h e n s 
frequently dirty 
and slovenly. 
In consequence, at a 
time when young soldiers especially 
needed ap p e tiz in g food to strengthen 
them in th e ir unwonted labors, many 
suffered sev rely from the monoton 
ohs aud indigestible meals put be­ 
fore them . 
Moreover there was a 
great deal of waste. 
The first 
women cooks 
iii the 
British a rm y were employed in A ug­ 
ust. 1915, ut a convalescent camp. 
and six m o n th * later the formal re ­ 
cruiting of w om en for this work was 
initiated. T o d ay there 
more th an 
6000 cooks and waitresses in 200 
camps In 
E ngland alone. 
Women 
have also ta k e n over the kitchen se r­ 
vice In all th e Canadian and A us­ 
tralian h o sp itals, 
and 
women in­ 
structors a re being employed in the 
regular a r m y 
schools 
of cookery. 
One w om an w ho enrolled as a cook 
two years a g o and who is now only 
IS years old has risen to the ran k 
oi S u p e rin te n d e n t and is responsive 
for the w hole service iu a camp of 
212,090 m en. 
The econom y resulting from the 
employment of women 
cooks has 
been very 
m arked. 
in one large 
officers* c am p 
the daily 
messing 
charge w as reduced 
within a few 
weeks from 65 cent* a day' to 
it 
cents and in addition a lune! of $5*00 
was saved 
for miscellaneous camp 
purposes. 
T h e rate at this camp is 
now reduced to 18 cents a day.
